President Claims Laos Operation Worthwhile

WASHINGTON (AP) — It is 


President Nixon's "interim 
assessment" 
that 
allied 


operations in Laos guarantee 
the continued withdrawal of at 
least 12,500 American troops 
each month from South Viet- 
nam. 


Moreover, Nixon asserted in 


an unprecedented hour-long 
television interview Monday 
night, the Laotian action has 
"substantially reduced" the 
danger to U. S. fighting men 
remaining in the war zone as the 
pull out proceeds. 


"For that reason," Nixon told 


interviewer Howard K. Smith of 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
"the operation was worthwhile 
as far as we are concerned." 


Bearing down on critics, 


Nixon took sharp exception to a 
burgeoning congressional move 
by mostly Democratic antiwar 
members to call for withdrawal 
of all Americans from Vietnam 
by a fixed date. 


That would give all the ad- 


vantages to Hanoi, Nixon 
argued, 
and might lead to 


American involvement in a 
future war. 


And although the President 


declined to discuss politics 
directly, he hinted in very broad 
terms he has every intention of 
seeking a second term in 1972. 


As for the political future of 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
Nixon said he has made no 
decision on "whoever may be 
the man who runs for vice 
president" on next year's GOP 
ticket. 


Smith, thinking perhaps about 


Secretary of the Treasury John 
B. Connally, had asked if the 
President might consider a 
Democrat as a running mate. 


Southeast 
Asia 
was the 


dominant theme throughout the 
relaxed session broadcast from 
the White House library. 


Interestingly, there was no 


discussion of the Middle East or 
of relations with the Soviet 
Union, and domestic problems 
were mentioned only briefly.

While Nixon spoke glowingly 


about the conduct of the South 
Vietnamese army in Laos, he 


cautioned that "whether this 
operation is going to be labeled a 
success or a failure" cannot be 
judged for many weeks, perhaps 
months. The goals, he said, are 
long range. He went on: 


"I will say this: My interim 


assessment. . . is this: as far as 
our withdrawal is concerned, it 
is assured. The next withdrawal 
announcement will be made in 
April. It will be at least at the 
number that I have been with- 
drawing over the past few 
months; and, second, as far as 
the danger to the American 
forces remaining, particularly 


in the northern part of South 
Vietnam. . . that danger has 
been substantially reduced." 


He added that his April 


statement "will give some in- 
dication as to the end of the 
tunnel" in the war. 


Nixon contended that in Laos 


"the South Vietnamese have 
now passed a milestone in their 
development." Although he said 
they have been greatly out- 
numbered by the enemy, he 
reported that 18 of 22 battalions 
involved "are doing extremely 
well" and will come out of Laos 
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"with greater confidence and 
greater morale than before." 


In one of several remarks that 


appeared critical of the news 
media, Nixon said of TV news 
programs: 


"What have the pictures 


shown? They have shown only 
those men in the four ARVN 
battalions of 22 that were in 
trouble. They haven't shown 
pictures of people in the other 18 
battalions. That is not because it 
has been deliberate. It is 
because those make news."

'In Objective Fashion' 


Senator John G. Tower has mailed, presumably to all the 


newspapers in the United States, printed copies of columns written 
by two commentators Kenneth Crawford and Crosby S. Noyes. 


"I have been in the Vietnam war theater several times as a 


member of the Senate Armed Services Committee and have been 
struck by differences between the war as it looked on-the-spot, 
compared to the way it looked as presented in the press and on 
television," he explained in an accompanying letter. "Thus, I was 
particularly interested to see two recent columns which discussed 
this coverage in an objective fashion." 


Both columns point out that the American press has been 


largely critical of the United States efforts in Vietnam. In that, they 
are right, of course. The American press has become increasingly 
critical of the United States government's persistence in pressing 
on for a military victory, no matter what the cost in lives and 
property on both sides. The columns go further than that, however. 
Crawford declares that "This war is the first in which American 
media. . . have been kinder to the nation's enemies than to its 
friends." 


That seems a considerable overstatement. Some American 


newspapers and some news commentators may have gone that far. 
But certainly the great majority of the media has not done so. We 
deplore My Lai because we expect better conduct by American 
soldiers in an admittedly trying campaign. We do not dwell on the 
horrors at Hue because there seems nothing that we could have 
done to prevent them. 


It is not true that we condone atrocities on the part of the 


enemy, and condemn them on the part of our own soldiers and the 
South Vietnamese. We condemn them no matter who perpetrates 
them. But in the case of the enemy, protest is futile. Further, we 
don't react with the surprise and indignation to the enemy's 
atrocities that we do to our own because we have been told about 
the enemy atrocities for years. We are just recently finding out 
about our own. 


Even less plausible sounding is a statement by Crawford that 


Ho Chi Minn has come off in the American Press as this war's 
greatest hero, the Viet Cong as its most admired fighters. 
American reporters have reported enemy successes when they 
were achieved. Would we want them to do anything else? They 
have also reported the tortures, the terror bombings, and all the 
Communist double talk. 


They haven't reported every skirmish as an American victory, 


every retreat as a tactical stroke of great brilliance. They haven't 
portrayed Lieutenant Calley as a hero. But they haven't made 
heroes out of Ho Chi Minn and Gen. Vo Nguen Giap, either. 


Not More Money, But Less 


Massachusetts Commissioner of Education Neil V, Sullivan, a 


former Berkeley schools superintendent, said at a national school 
superintendents' seminar this past week that most school systems 
"will have to operate with not more money, but less." 


He pointed to longer school days and 12-month school years as 


ways of cutting costs. It seems reasonable that the school facilities 
should be put to maximum use. But there is question about whether 
it would be wise to put the students and teachers on a 12-month-a- 
year schedule. Terms can be staggered, of course.

lation. Professional 
medical 


and psychological opinion is 
the only way to make such a 
diagnosis. 


I have repeatedly said that 


it is audacious to use words 
like "paranoid" and "schizo- 
phrenic" .simply to describe 
someone whose behavior is 
different, or not acceptable. 


These two complex condi- 


tions need the most discerning 
investigation by highly trained 
specialists. 


Schizophrenia is a tragic 


mental disorder, both for the 
patient and those around him. 
It once was considered a pure 
psychological problem. Recent 
studies, however, indicate that 
genetic factors play a role in 
it, and that chemical imbal- 
ance in the bloodstream may 
be an important cause. 


More and more, research 


and treatment are based on 
chemical factors, in conjunc- 
tion with psychotherapy. 


American Schizophren- 


ia Foundation in New York 
City has played an important 
role in breaking down the 
"family 
shame" 
associated 


with this illness of the mind. 


The foundation's campaigns 


are directed at bringing- all 
mental illnesses out into the 
open, where they can be at- 
tacked with no more social 
stigma 
than 
any 
physical 


disease. 


Now, let's talk about your 


husband. 
Temper 
tantrums 


may be caused by a variety of 
factors. His personal insecur- 
ity and feelings of inadequacy 
may call forth such a social 
behavior. 


One must always question 


the provocation given to him 
for 
these outbursts. Some- 


times, 
those 
who 
provoke 


them must accept part of the 
responsibility. 


To be sure that your 
mar- 


riage is not destroyed by real 
or imaginary mental illness, 
discuss this problem openly, 
and without shame, with your 
own doctor. If he feels that 
medical or psychological guid- 
ance is indicated he will rec- 
ommend the proper therapist. 


Generally, 
families 
should 


dissociate themselves from the 
solution of problems that be- 
long entirely to these well- 
trained authorities.

J. Edgar Hoover. If the

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Junket For Ed Nixon 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — An am- 


bitious Navy captain, bucking 
hard for promotion to admiral, 
has apparently decided that the 
way to President Nixon's heart 
is through his brother's Navy 
Reserve assignment. 


While other Naval Reserve 


officers spent their annual 
active duty performing routine 
drudgery here in the states, 
Cmdr. Edward Nixon flew to 
Europe on military aircraft and 
spent a week in mid-January on 
the sunny Mediterranean. 


He was selected for the junket 


by Capt. Reginand Armistead, 
who felt it wouldn't hurt his 
career also to have a voice close 
to House Republican leader 
Gerald Ford's ear. The minority 
leader's brother, Capt. Thomas 
Ford, was picked to go to the 
Mediterranean 
on the same 


excursion. 


Captain Armistead, a career 


officer in the nation's capital, 
helps administer the Naval 
Reserve. For a Navy officer, 
such an assignment is like a 
transfer to Butte, Mont., for an 
FBI agent. Not only is Ar- 
mistead stuck with Naval 
Reserve affairs but, unhappily, 
he was also passed over for 
promotion to admiral. 


This double disaster may have 


had something to do with his 
decision to summon Com- 
mander Nixon all the way from 
Seattle and Captain Ford from 
Michigan to join him in the 
Mediterranean. 


Armistead said he made the 


trip to review the progress of a 
reserve air training program, 
which has been conducted in the 
Mediterranean for the past 
several years. He would not 
discuss the reasons for his 
choice of companions. 


Because Ed Nixon isn't listed 


in the Seattle phone book and the 
White House refuses to give any 
information about him, we were 
unable to talk to him about his 
trip. But we reached Thomas 
Ford. 


What, we asked, was his 


reaction when he learned the 
President's brother would be 
along? 


"I damn near fell out of my 


seat," he said. 


Was he surprised at being 


selected for Mediterranean 
duty? 


"No," 
said Ford. 
"I've 


learned to live with the fact that 
Gerry Ford is my brother." 


But he added: "Anybody who 


thinks this is going to influence 
my brother just doesn't know 
Gerry Ford. And I certainly 
can't picture Ed Nixon sitting 
down to influence the President 
and saying, "Now Dick, baby...

BOOTLEG FILE CARDS 


The 
offices 
of 
two 


Congressmen, 
both 
crusty 


conservatives who preach about 
honesty in government, have 
been chiseling the taxpayers out 
of nickels and dimes to provide 
cut-rate file cards for one of 
their favorite pressure groups. 


The cheap file cards, along 


with other stationery items, are 
available to bona fide House 
employees in a drab, basement 
stationery shop. The store has 
nothing but bargains, since all 
items are sold at their wholesale 
cost. There is no markup for 
overhead or salaries, which are 
furnished by the taxpayers. It's 
strictly against the House rules, 
however, for Congressmen to 
make purchases for outsiders. 


Yet 
the 
offices 
of 


Congressmen John Schmitz, R- 
Calif., and Richard Ichord D- 
Mo., have been buying up the 
three-by-five cards for the 
American Security Council, that 
bastion of militant conservatism 
and redoubt for the reputable 
right. The council saves 91 cents 
on every packet of a thousand 
cards. 


The bootleg cards are used by 


the council for keeping files on 
potential contributors. The 
information is cribbed from 
political campaign lists and 
copied on the cards. 


The council's researchers, 


who supposedly are engaged in 
digging up facts to fight com- 
munism, spend much of their 
time picking over the financial 
records of political candidates. 
Teams of researchers already 
have copied down all available 
information about likely con- 
tributors from the public filings 
of New York's Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller, 
Sen. 
James 


Buckley, Con-R-N.Y., ex-Sen. 
Charles Goodell, and ex-Rep. 
William Cramer, R-Fla. 


This has taken a lot of file 


cards. The savings, at 91 cents 
per thousand, has been sub- 
stantial. 


Both Schmitz and Ichord 


support the American Security 
Council's 
hardline 
anti- 


communism. But the council 
professes not to approve of the 
extremist John Birch Society, 
which claims Congressman Sch- 
mitz 
as 
a 
card-carrying 


member. 
Apparently, 
the 


council doesn't object to ac- 
cepting bargains from a Bir- 
cher. 


In 
Schmitz's 
office, 
a 


spokesman said the practice has 
now ended because "it is not the 
proper thing to do." He claimed 
the Congressman personally 
knew 
nothing 
of 
the 


arrangement. 


Ichord's administrative 


assistant, Virginia Wekenborg, 
said American Security Council 
John Fisher's office had called 
and asked for the cards. She said 
Ichord, too, was unaware of the 
transaction.

Force management expert who 
exposed a multi-billion-dollar 
Air Force cost overrun, was 
fired for his honesty. He took his

"If 
we put forward a bill and 
Congress rejects it, we invoke 
the plebiscite. I'll give you an 
example: we proposed that 
there should no longer be two 
houses in Congress, the proposal 
was rejected by Congress, we 
held a referendum and won. We 
now have a single house." 


Mr. Allende is in the great 


tradition of Stalin's Vishinsky, 
who had never left the Soviet 
Union — except on the one oc- 
casion when he travelled to 
Lithuania during the thirties, 
went to sleep that night at the 
principal hotel, and — as he 
liked to put it, with a heavy wink 
— "when I work up, suddenly I 
discovered I was in Russia!" 
During the midnight hours he 
had organized the annexation of 
the Baltic states. When the 
Chileans wake up, suddenly they 
are going to discover that 
they're in Russia.

Mr. Editor: 


I'm sorry I missed the 


meeting on Diamond National 
and river pollution. I doubt very 
much that many sportsmen of 
Red Bluff expressed fear for the 
multi-million 
dollar 
fish 


spawning facilities as your 
paper stated. Pollution, yes, but 
not fear for the spawning 
facilities or the lake. The people 
that fished the river before the 
dam and fish ditch know that 
neither is a boon to the Red Bluff 
sportsmen. The fish, if they 
spawn in the canal, will go out 
Coyote Creek and return to the 
same creek. Los Molinos and 
Corning will be the area to fish, 
not Red Bluff. 


It was interesting to read Mr. 


Benson's reply to the charges of 
pollution of our river by 


Diamond. He explained, "Even 
with the drastic alteration of the 
normal water level in the lake, 
the tests conducted indicate that 
Diamond was not in violation of 
the 
waste 
discharge 


requirements, at a point just 
beyond 50 yards downstream 
from the discharge pipe." 


If this is true, Mr. Benson, 


why would your company be told 
to run 1,500 feet to the opposite 
side of the river from the fish 
canal, when your old pipe was 
about 1,000 feet above the fish 
canal opening? 


Since the bureau said the 


possibility of lowering the lake 
in the future was remote, it 
seems a terrible waste of money 
to pipe the waste 1,500 feet when 
fish will love it 50 feet below the 
pipe opening, even when there is 
little water to dilute this waste. 


Mr. Benson, I think your 


explanation smells as bad as 
your company's effluents.

pground, and a good site for a 
boat launch ramp, which is 
needed in that area.

to reduce the pollution, most of 
these large plants, can diverte 
some of their ridiculous TV 
advertizing and put this into 
raising fish for the local boys 
and a lot of us would feel a lot 
more friendly to our sworn 
enemies.

MARCH 23, 1941 


The Kleinsorge chrome mine, 


32 miles southwest of Red Bluff, 
which has not been operated 
since the armistice was signed 
during the last world war, may 
be reopened soon, according to 
Milton Kane, manager of the 
Morris Estate company, San 
Francisco. 


At the peak of production 


during the last war, 500 tons of 
ore a day were being turned out 
by a crew of 60 men. The ore was 
brought to Red Bluff and then 
shipped to smelters in the bay 
area. 


MARCH 23, 1871 


About 3 o'clock on Monday 


afternoon, a man by the name of 
Thomas Baker met with a 
serious accident, by which it is 
feared he will lose one of his 
arms. He was engaged in edging 


a very heavy two inch plank, 
when by some manner the plank 
got twisted on the saw and threw 
him forward, and in an effort to 
save his head from coming in 
contact with the saw he threw 
out his arm which was caught by 
the saw about midway between 
the wrist and elbow, cutting 
down through the forearm and 
coming out at the wrist and 
again catching the hand in the 
center of the plam, cutting off 
two fingers, and otherwise 
tearing the hand. He was 
brought to town on Tuesday and 
is now under the charge of Dr. 
J.S. Cameron. We are not in- 
formed as to whether the Dr. 
was decided to amputate his 
arm or not, but from the nature 
and severeness of the wound we 
doubt if it can be saved.

‘In Objective Fashion’ 


Senator John G. Tower has mailed, presumably to all the 
newspapers in the United States, printed copies of columns written 
by two commentators Kenneth Crawford and Crosby S. Noyes. 


“I have been in the Vietnam war theater several times as a 
member of the Senate Armed Services Committee and have been 
struck by differences between the war as it looked on-the-spot, 
compared to the way it looked as presented in the press and on 
television,” he explained in an accompanying letter. “Thus, I was 
particularly interested to see two recent columns which discussed 
this coverage in an objective fashion.” 


Both columns point out that the American press has been 
largely critical of the United States efforts in Vietnam. In that, they 
are right, of course. The American press has become increasingly 
critical of the United States government’s persistence in pressing 
(Mi for a military victory, no matter what the cost in lives and 
property on both sides. The columns go further than that, however. 
Crawford declares that “This war is the first in which American 
media. . . have been kinder to the nation’s enemies than to its 
friends.” 


That seems a considerable overstatement. Some American 
newspapers and some news commentators may have gone that far. 
But certainly the great majority of the media has not done so. We 
deplore My Lai because we expect better conduct by American 
soldiers in an admittedly trying campaign. We do not dwell on the 
horrors at Hue because there seems nothing that we could have 
done to prevent them. 


It is not true that we condone atrocities on the part of the 
enemy, and condemn them on the part of our own soldiers and the 
South Vietnamese. We condemn them no matter who perpetrates 
them. But in the case of the enemy, protest is futile. Further, we 
don’t react with the surprise and indignation to the enemy’s 
atrocities that we do to our own because we have been told about 
the enemy atrocities for years. We are just recently finding out 
about our own. 


Even less plausible sounding is a statement by Crawford that 
Ho Chi Minh has come off in the American Press as this war’s 
greatest hero, the Viet Cong as its most admired fighters. 
American reporters have reported enemy successes when they 
were achieved. Would we want them to do anything else? They 
have also reported the tortures, the terror bombings, and all the 
Communist double talk. 


They haven’t reported every skirmish as an American victory, 
every retreat as a tactical stroke of great brilliance. They haven’t 
portrayed Lieutenant Calley as a hero. But they haven’t made 
heroes out of Ho Chi Minh and Gen. Vo Nguen Giap, either. 


Not M ore Money, But Less 


Massachusetts Commissioner of Education Neil V. Sullivan, a 
former Berkeley schools superintendent, said at a national school 
superintendents’ seminar this past week that most school systems 
“will have to operate with not more money, but less.” 


He pointed to longer school days and 12-month school years as 
ways of cutting costs. It seems reasonable that the school facilities 
should be put to maximum use. But there is question about whether 
it would be wise to put the students and teachers on a 12-month-a- 
year schedule. Terms can be staggered, of course.

I have repeatedly said that 
it is audacious to use words 
like “paranoid” and “schizo­ 
phrenic” simply to describe 
someone whose 
behavior is 
different, or not acceptable. 
These two complex condi­ 
tions need the m ost discerning 
investigation by highly trained 
specialists. 
Schizophrenia 
is a tragic 
m ental disorder, both for the 
patient and those around him. 
It once was considered a pure 
psychological problem. Recent 
studies, however, indicate that 
genetic factors play a role in 
it, and that chemical imbal­ 
ance in the bloodstream may 
be an im portant cause. 
More and more, 
research 
and treatm ent are based on 
chemical factors, in conjunc­ 
tion with psychotherapy.

WASHINGTON — An am­ 
bitious Navy captain, bucking 
hard for promotion to admiral, 
has apparently decided that the 
way to President Nixon’s heart 
is through his brother’s Navy 
Reserve assignment. 
While other Naval Reserve 
officers spent their annual 
active duty performing routine 
drudgery here in the states, 
Cmdr. Edward Nixon flew to 
Europe on military aircraft and 
spent a week in mid-January on 
the sunny Mediterranean. 
He was selected for the junket 
by Capt. Reginand Armistead, 
who felt it wouldn’t hurt his 
career also to have a voice close 
to House Republican leader 
Gerald Ford’s ear. The minority 
leader’s brother, Capt. Thomas 
Ford, was picked to go to the 
Mediterranean on the same 
excursion. 
Captain Armistead, a career 
officer in the nation’s capital, 
helps adm inister the Naval 
Reserve. For a Navy officer, 
such an assignment is like a 
transfer to Butte, Mont., for an 
FBI agent. Not only is Ar­ 
m istead stuck with Naval 
Reserve affairs but, unhappily, 
he was also passed over for 
promotion to admiral. 
This double disaster may have 
had something to do with his 
decision to summon Com­ 
mander Nixon all the way from 
Seattle and Captain Ford from 
Michigan to join him in the 
Mediterranean. 
Armistead said he made the 
trip to review the progress of a 
reserve air training program, 
which has been conducted in the 
M editerranean for the past 
several years. He would not 
discuss the reasons for his 
choice of companions. 
Because Ed Nixon isn’t listed 
in the Seattle phone book and the 
White House refuses to give any 
information about him, we were 
unable to talk to him about his 
trip. But we reached Thomas 
Ford. 
What, we asked, was his 
reaction when he learned the 
President’s brother would be 
along? 
“I damn near fell out of my 
seat,” he said. 
Was he surprised at being 
selected for M editerranean 
duty?

law, so that he is indisposed to 
flout it directly. Better to set fire 
to the Reichstag, and pretend 
that the resistance did it, which 
then becomes grounds for going 
out and hanging them: and, in 
Allende’s words, hitting them 
back “a hundredfold.”

The people 
that fished the river before the 
dam and fish ditch know that 
neither is a boon to the Red Bluff 
sportsmen. The fish, if they 
spawn in the canal, will go out 
Coyote Creek and return to the 
same creek. Los Molinos and 
Corning will be the area to fish, 
not Red Bluff. 
It was interesting to read Mr. 
Benson’s reply to the charges of 
pollution of our river by 


Diamond. He explained, “Even 
with the drastic alteration of the 
normal water level in the lake, 
the tests conducted indicate that 
Diamond was not in violation of 
the 
waste 
discharge 
requirements, at a point just 
beyond 50 yards downstream 
from the discharge pipe.” 
If this is true, Mr. Benson, 
why would your company be told 
to run 1,500 feet to the opposite 
side of the river from the fish 
canal, when your old pipe was 
about 1,000 feet above the fish 
canal opening? 
Since the bureau said the 
possibility of lowering the lake 
in the future was remote, it 
seems a terrible waste of money 
to pipe the waste 1,500 feet when 
fish will love it 50 feet below the 
pipe opening, even when there is 
little water to dilute this waste. 
Mr. Benson, I think your 
explanation smells as bad as 
your company’s effluents.

the river, but KC has been doing 
something about it over and 
above what may be required. 
About that time they also had a 
women’s boycott about to take 
place, and in my opinion this 
may have hit home, and I stated 
that beware of these womens 
wrath, when they do not buy 
your stuff, you are in trouble. 


Later on I was invited to visit 
the KC plant and given a dukes 
tour 
of 
the 
place, 
in 
the 
discussions while looking the 
waste plant over, I had the 
feeling that these people ac­ 
tually wanted to do what they 
could and be friendly with 
characters like me and other 
fishermen. They do raise some 
fish in their system. So one can 
hardly be anything less as I told 
them “a friendly enemy” and I 
suggested that 
perhaps the 
corporation could go further and 
dig up some money to further 
the Sacramento River Steelhead 
program, or even raise some of 
them at the plant, also they have 
space available, for a cam­ 
pground, and a good site for a 
boat launch ramp, which is 
needed in that area. 


So while doing what they can 
to reduce the pollution, most of 
these large plants, can diverte 
some of their ridiculous TV 
advertizing and put this into 
raising fish for the local boys 
and a lot of us would feel a lot 
more friendly to our sworn 
enemies.

new 10 percent monthly benefit 
increase 
authorized

Legislation, acted upon by 
Congress, will reach over 5,000 
Social Security beneficiaries in 
Tehama County June 3. 


George W. Sturm, District 


Manager, said that the regular 
June 3 checks, covering benefits 
for the month of May, will 
reflect 
the 
new 
higher 


monthly amount. 
Separate 


checks, scheduled to reach 
beneficiaries later in June, will 
cover the amount of the increase 
for 
the months of January 


through April. 


Sturm emphasized that Social 


Security beneficiaries do not 
need to get in touch with a Social 
Security office to get the checks. 
The payments will be mailed to 
beneficiaries automatically. 


It will take a little over one 


month, Sturm said, to refigure 
the benefit amounts for all 
beneficiaries, including the 
adjustment. Over 2.5 million 


State Legislation 


adjustments are required in a 
typical month, he said, for such 
reasons as the death of a 
beneficiary, the remarriage of a 
widow, a child's attainment of 
age 18, a beneficiary's earnings, 
etc. 


The refiguring of benefit 


amounts is being scheduled so 
as to avoid delay in the regular 
delivery of the April 3 and May 3 
checks. Those checks will be for 
the 
amounts 
payable 
to 


beneficiaries before enactment 
of the 10 percent increase. 


By the first of May, the new 


records will have been produced 
by the computers on magnetic 
tapes showing the new monthly 
amount for each beneficiary and 
the amount of his retroactive 
increase. 


The Treasury Department 


will need the month of May to 
print the checks and turn them 
over to the Post Office Depart- 
ment for delivery to Social 
Security beneficiaries on June 3. 


Legality Of The War

Wearing a tiny peace sign pin 


on his coat lapel, the husky 
lawmaker told the committee 
his bill, patterned after a 
Massachusetts law, "is a way 
of raising certain criticism 
peacefully within the system." 


His bill would have required 


the state to ask the U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Three 


scientists said that supersonic 
jetliners could increase skin 
cancer. Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., charged that the White 
House gagged a fourth. 


The three experts agreed at a 


news conference called by 
Proxmire 
that 
scientific 


evidence supports the possibility 
that SST's could increase U.S. 
skin cancer cases by 10,000 a 
year, although there is no proof. 


Proxmire charged that Dr. 


Gio Gori of the National Cancer 
Institute — who said the in- 
crease would range from 23,000 
to 103,000 skin cancer cases in 
the United States alone was 
prevented by White house in- 
tervention from appearing at 
the news conference. 


Proxmire said the three who 


appeared were among 24 
scientists who supported the

Slight Increase In 
Personal income 
For February 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 
personal income 
increased 
slightly in February after a big 
jump in the previous month, the 
Commerce D epartm ent said 


At the same time, housing 
starts registered a slight gain in 
February, reaching an annual 
rate of 1,715,000 units on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. 
Personal income climbed $2.2 
billion last month, with the slow 
expansion centered in wage and 
salary payments. In January, 
personal income leaped by 
about $9 billion. 
The February rise was about 
one-fourth of the January gain 
and about half of the average 
monthly increase last year. 


Wage and salary disbur­ 
sements advanced $1.5 billion 
following a rise of $8 billion in 
January.

Senators Say Nixon 
Is Courting Disaster 


By LAWRENCE L. KNUTSON 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
senators say the Nixon ad­ 
ministration is courting disaster 
by insisting Israel withdraw to 
pre-1967 borders and rely on the 
superpowers 
to 
guarantee 
security and survival. 
“Israel does not want to be the 
theater of confrontation between 
the two superpowers . . . .” said 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y. 
Javits and Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., in separate 
speeches prepared for the 
Senate today, opened fire on 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers’ proposal that American 
and Soviet soldiers 
join in 
guarding Israel’s borders. 
Israeli rejection of the Rogers 
plan was repeated Friday by 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
Forcing Israel back to the 
vulnerable borders it held prior 
to the six-day 1967 war and then 
installing Soviet military forces 
along them is the most “short­ 


sighted 
and 
dangerous” 
proposal that could be offered. 
“In my view,” he added, “the 
adm inistration 
is 
courting 
disaster by considering a plan 
.that would have the effect of 
legitim izing 
the 
Russian 
military presence in Egypt. We 
should be trying to get the 
Russians out of the Middle East, 
not designing plans to dig them 
in.” 
Placing American 
troops 
alongside Russians, Jackson 
said, “would create a condition 
in which minor border incidents 
could escalate into great power 
crises threatening both the 
stability of the Middle East and 
the peace of the world.” 
“It is my belief that the hope 
for lasting peace in the Middle 
East lies in American support 
for a map of Israel with secure 
and recognized borders whose 
defense can be assured by the 
Israelis themselves,” Jackson 
said.
